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Every  school-day  morning  I  drag  myself  out  of  a  nice  comfortable  bed 
and  prepare  myself  for  another  grueling  day  at  school.   While  I  am  leisurely 
eating  my  breakfast,  the  bus  unexpectedly  slips  up  on  me  and  starts  honking' 
its  brains  out.   After  dressing  on  the  run,  I  make  a  flying  leap  into  the 
over-sized  jeep  and  try  to  find  a  seat  while  it  careens  and  skids  around 
corners. 

When  I  arrive  at  school  I  suddenly  remember  that  we  have  a  test  in 
Chemistry  and  I  had  forgotten  all  about  it.   I  grab  my  bpoks  and  s tart  study- 
ing like  mad  the  minute  I.irs.  Johnson  opens  the  door.   Finally  .the  bell  rings 
and  I  go  reluctantly  to  Chemistry  class.   Lir.  Horney  keeps  you  in  suspense 
while  he  studies  his  lesson  and  then  he  s.jrings  a  nice  juicy  test  ^n  you. 
If  you  don't  have  a  test,  you  have  class  in  the  lab.  where  you  can  play  in 
the  water,  break  test  tubes  and  prepare  smelly  compounds  to  further  your 
scientific  knowledge. 

At  least  twice  a  week  we  have  Fhy.  Ed.  and  the  class  usually  runs  some- 
thing like  tuis:   First,  a  bear  walk,  then  the  kangaroo  hop,  the  rabbit  hop, 
the  duck  walk,  push  up  with  your  rif;ht  leg,  push  up  with  your  left  leg,  hop 
on  your  left  leg,  ,iop  on  your  right  leg,  and  do  20  push-ups.

Sleeping  is  out  of  the  question  tliough  because  the  teacher  keeps  you  awake 
and  you  can' t  stretch  out  because  tne  seats  are  too  small  and  entirely  too 
hard.   If  it  happens  to  be  a  rainj'  day,  you  spend  all  your  time  dodging

That  surely  is  strange;  wiien  we  were  in  the  grades,  they  always  told  us  the 
movies  were  only  for  the  high  school  students  and  that  we  wouldn' t  under- 
stand them.   Oh  well,  at  least  somebodj  is  getting  out  of  class. 

Even  wlien  we  do  .^^et  to  see  a  movie  it  is  about  something  like  ivorms, 
kangaroos  or  birds.   V/hy  don't  they  get  some  good  films  with  Betty  Grable , 
riedy  Lamour  -r  at  least  Donald  Duck  and  Bugs  Bunny.   In  my  opinion  the 
teachers  are  the  ones  that  need  an  education  at  least  in  choosing  movies. 

At  last  when  Friday  rolls  around  jou  think  that  you  ndght  ;et  out  of 
either  oxiei.istry  or  literature,  but  by  some  strange  coincidence  these  perioas 
arei  never  skipped,  and  by  the  same  strange  coincidence  the  7th  period  is 
always  skipped.   it  never  fails;  jou  have  a  speech  to  learn,  a  5,000  word 
thesis  to  v.rite,  tests  to  study  for  in  cliemistry  and  democracy  and  they  take 
the  only  st  dy  hall  that  you  have  during  the  whole  day'.
